
Burglars Steal
liquor Held in
Federal Office

Use Master Key in Entering
C^jrvernment Building and
Take 200 Bottles of Evi¬
dence Left for Analysis

Eluded Armed Guards

Bootleggers Are Believed
.. to Have Committed Theft
r to Hamper Prosecutions

Burglars, who used a master key and
lift evidence of being adepts at crimi¬
nal craft, entered the government
chemical laboratory, on the fifth floor
at the Federal building, some time be¬
tween 1 o'clock Saturday afternoon and
. O'clock yesterday morning and stole
.Several hundred bottles from 4,000
»ampies of liquor case evidence left
for analysis. The burglary is the cul¬
mination of a long series of petty
crimes committed in the government
building, none of -which has been
aoj-ved.
In announcing the theft the custo¬

dian of the building expressed the be¬
lief th&t bootleggers or their confed-
.Mutes had committed the crime. The
bottles were all labeled and sealed by
government order, and it is a crime for

any one to break these seals unless
authorized to do so. It will be neces¬

sary to check carefully the evidence
stolen and left behind to see just what
prosecutions will be hampered by the
disappearance of the evidence. Among
the samples stolen were some of the
choicest whisky and worst hootch that
has been garnered by prohibition
agents. Missing are about 200 small
flasks, part of which was evidence
taken at the time oí the raid on Jack's
«etaurant.
That the robbery might have been

committed by some one having access

to the building during the week-end
holiday has not been overlooked by «¡.he
detectives, but as a glass panel door,
completely removed from an inner door,
and in an expert manner, it is believed
that bootleggers were behind the crime.
How the prowlers eluded armed guards
stattioned in the building is a mystery.
The burglary was discovered when

Chemist Robert A. Edson reported for
duty yesterday morning. He immedi¬
ately reported the case to Assistant
United States Attorney Cashin. Chief
Hugh McQuillan, of the Special Intel¬
ligence Unit of the Revenue Depart¬
ment, was called into conference and
his detectives were put to work on the
ease.

Since the enactment of the Volstead
law the building, particularly the third
floor, where liquor cases are tried in
the Federal District Court rooms, has
been overrun with crowds of rough
characters, many of them alleged to be
agents, representatives and "fixers" for
bootleg clicques.
Some months ago McQuillan was

called upon to clear this floor of extor¬
tionists, who were acting evidently for
alleged criminal prohibition agents,
since removed. These "fixers" would
meet persons summonsed to appear for
liquor violations and would buy back
tha summonses from them for sums of
from $50 to $200.

18 Orphans, Victims of Arverne
Fire, Are Adopted at Luncheon

Furriers Give From $500 to $1,000 for Privi¬
lege of Calling Themselves Godfathers, but
Ice Cream Impresses Little Guests Most

Eighteen little victims of the Ar-1
verne fire on June 15 have foster par-
ents to-day as the result of their adop-
tion by millionaire furriers at a lunch-
con in Hotel Martinique yesterday.

This did not impress them nearly as
much as the ice. cream which arrived
soon after the macaroni.not even
when some of the furriers gave $1,000
for the privilege of calling themselves
godfathers to their orphan guests.
Max Cohen was host at the luncheon,

which is part of a drive put on by
Judge Gustave Hartman to raise
$1,000,000 to rebuild the Israel OrphaTiAsylum on the site where it was burneddown, leaving 200 children homeless.The adult guests numbering twenty-four, arrived all unaware of the littlevisitors they were to have beside them.Just as they were sitting down introoped eighteen babies aged from on*to five years old, wearing their bestBuster Browns, brand new hair cutsand pink cheeks that fairly shone from
soap and excitement.
Each youngster was hoisted into achair beside his new daddy, the waiterjscurried around with enormous pil¬lows to give them a chance to see oveithe high table, and napkins werefastened around their necks by in¬dulgent foster parents. Here and therechildish trebles called for assistancewith spoons, and their hosts, forgetting all about their own- food, devotee,themselves to feeding the babies.
They didn't miss a single course, al

-

though nono of them had ever been in
a big New York hotel before. The
only hint of embarrassment displayed
was when their nurse asked them to
say the-ir prayers before food. Duti¬
fully they clasped their hands above
their shiny black hair, as they wore
no hats, but it took some persuasion
to get them to repeat the simpleHebrew prayer.

After the luncheon Judge Hartman
asked each man to take "one of these
babies into his bosom." They were
not only parentless, he said, but had
been robbed of their shelter by fixe.
"They are tiny little plants of human

life that require care and they nro
left to us in trust," said the judge."Let each man adopt a child, so that
we can build the Israel Home again."Subscriptions of 51,000 quickly beganto roll in, then $500, and so on down
the scale until $10,100 had been sub¬
scribed. The children, excited by thenoise, began to bid for themselves.
"Who will give SI,000 for one ofthese babies?" called Judge Hartman.

"I! I!" innocently chorused the young¬sters as they banged their spoons and
wriggled /r»j|ound in their chairs.

Mrs. William M. Engel, wife of one
of the committee workers, was the only
woman present. She won foi* her pro¬tegee the belle of the party, little Ida
Glass, four years old, with black hair

Youth Drowns
Unnoticed in
Pool at Garden

Men Diving in 15-Foot
Depth Discover Body Too
Late; Second to Meet
Death in Less Than Week

Three Others Die inWater

Another Severely Hurt as He
Strikes Head on Bottom,
Trying to Aid Friend,
A youth about nineteen years old

was drowned yesterday in the Madison
Square Garden pool without any of
the numerous other bathers noticing it.
Thomas Hirschfield, of 633 Warwick

Steet, Brooklyn, and Howard Hanson,
of 564 East Seventy-ninth Street, dis-
covered the body at the bottom of the
pool nbout 7:30 p. m. while diving
from a springboard into the roped-ofT
section, which is fifteen feet deep.
They told Joseph Ilnefer, n life

guard, who dived and recovered the
body. It was taken to the emergency
hospital in Madison Square Garden,
where attendants worked over it, en-

deavoring to restore life, until the ar¬
rival of Dr. ModanU with an ambu-
lnnce from Flower Hospital. He said
the case was hopeless, although the
boy had not been dead long.' He was five feet seven inches tall,
weighed about, 140 pounds and had
black hair and dark complexion. A
straw hat in his locker contained the
initials "L. B."
The body found last night is that

of the second man to die in the. pool
in less than a week. The body of the
other was found last Wednesday.

Fifteen Failed to Save Him
Three other persons were drowned and

one suffered possibly mortal injury
while bathing in and about New York
City yesterday. IEdward Fnrroll, thirty-one years old,;of Troy Avenue and Malbone Street,
Brooklyn,-drowned while fifteen men!
tried to save him after he had been
seized with cramps while swimming at:
Bergen Beach late last night.

Farreil, with Joseph Skelly, twenty-
five, of 735 "t-2 East New York Avenue,
Brooklyn, and six other young men of
the neighborhood had been bathing]more than an hour when'Farreil sank
after calling for aid. Skelly, who was
on a diving board when he heard Far-
rell's appeal, dived and struck his head
on a fhingle bottom, sustaining in-,
juries which rendered him unconscious.
He was rescued with difficulty by Pa-
trolman Michael O'Shen, of Vanderveer
LPark police station, who dived in full
uniform and brought Skelly ashore. Am-
bulance surgeons of Kings County líos-
pital worked an hour, but failed to
revive Farreil.

Rescuers Become Exhausted
Tho rescue of Skelly and attemptsat rescuing Farreil were participatedin by a large, number of young men,

five of whom dived until exhausted be-
foro recovering the body. Several of
itho rescuers required medical care.1
Skelly was taken to King's County Hos¬
pital« where it was said last night his
condition is serious.

I wick Avenue, Elizabeth, N. J., drowned
in the Elizabeth River soon after
«r> o'clock while swimming near Spencer
Bridge. Patrolman August Von Kum-
mer, John McGowan, of 440 First Ave¬
nue, and John Whalcn, of 364 Third!¡Avenue, Elizabeth, dived until they re-jcovered the body.

Clarence Pentz, eleven, of 28 Hallett
Street, Astoria, drowned in the East
River at tho foot of Woolsey Street
early yesterday. He was caught in the jswirl of Hell Gate and swept away.
His body has not yet been found.
